Interest Is keen all over Mason 
county. Mass meetings were held 
Thursday evening at Rectorvllle and 
Plumvllle. There were large audiences 
at both places and the people seemed 
very anxious to attend the Moonlight 
School and acquire the ability to read 
and write before the 1920 census Is 
taken. There are at present many- 
grown illiterates In Mason county and 
a desperate effort will be made to re- 
duce this number considerably It I' Is 
not entirely wiped out. 

Mrs. Ross, the county Illiteracy 
agent, hopes to have every school dis- 
trict In Mason county thoroughly or- 
ganized and ready to begin roal work 
by the date set for the opening or the 
Moonlight School season.

Tho proposed revision of the city's 
license law will not Include licensing 
all of the local business houses. ThlB 
was finally decided upon at a meeting 
of the License Committee of City 
Council held on Thursday evening but 
there will be a considerable revision 
of the city's licensing law offered at 
the next regular meeting of council 
which will mean a considerable In- 
crease In the city's revenue. 

With the coming of the automobile 
Into more general use and the relegat- 
ing of the horse and wagon, the city's 
license Income has been rapidly 
dwindling. The city's license law still 
fixes a license on horses and wagons 
and on horBe drawn* drays but It does 
not include motor delivery wagons 

X transfer auto trucks, which In the 
t few years have taken the place 
of horse drawn wagons and drays. 
The newly revised license law will 
provide for a $6.50 license on motor 
delivery wagons and $10 on transfer 
trucks. 

The committee also proposes to take 
steps to protect the citizens of Mays- 
ville from "wild catters" in stocks and 
at the same time bring money into the 
city treasury by the fixing of a license 
fee of $600 on salesmen of stocks 
which are not listed on either the New 
York or the Cincinnati Stock Ex- 
change. 

Peddlers In the city wtll also pay a 
larger license fee and salesmen from 
other cities who come here and make 
sales from hotel rooms will also be 
required to make a donation to the 
city's treasury or stay away from 
Maysville. Magazine solicitors will al- 
so donate. 

The definition of "Near Beer" came 
up for a general discussion. This mat- 
ter is now In the Federal courts and 
the city's ordinance reads "Near 
Beer", this changed to "Brewed 
drinks'* and will greatly protect the 
operators of "Soft drink Saloons" sell 
Ing these brewed drinks. In the past 
they have been required to pay a city 
license of $200 per year and at the 
same time grocers and others have 
been allowed to sell Identically the 
same "near beer" with only a soft 
drink license. This change In tho li 
cense law will mean that all not hold 
Ing a $200 license must discontinue the 
sale of "Brewed drlnkB" of all kinds 
Thursday's meeting was but a com- 
mittee meeting and the decisions made 
then were but tentative. The entire 
matter will come before Council as 
whole at the next regular meeting In 
October.

PRAYER PLUS THE THREE BAGGER 

While we do nt think it proper to draw any conclusions we 
think it interesting to record that a Cincinnati pastor invoked divine 
aid in the matter of a pennant for the Cincinnati baseball team ami 
that the team did win. 

There may be some who incline to the efficacy of prayer in such 
cases; others to the material circumstance of the three bagger. There 
is nothing to disprove the efficiency of either. 

A number of ministers were provoked to caustic comment by the 
temerity of the brother who invoked divine blessing on the sterling 
Cincinnati athletes, alleging that prayer finds its highest purpose in 
seeking the establishment of social justice and should not be em- 
ployed in aid of such inferior devices as baseball. 

We wonder if, after all, there is not something inspiring in the 
supplication of the bold pastor who could not refrain from showing 
his zeal and pride to the Almighty. Does Prvidence, think you, frown 
upon the man who is full of zip and the surge of youth, who is keen 
for physical excellence and who is not afraid to speak his thoughts 
to the Highest ? 

Having no mind to utter miachievious humar we are disposed 
to think that prayer cannot operate to the disadvantage of the aver, 
age baseball player. His sound physique and clear brain inspire the 
youth to like excellence, just as virtuous conduct and moral example 
in the pastor are the guides to a higher spiritual plane. 

The brother who asked divine aid for the Cincinnati team may 
have stopped off the reservation just the merest trifle, but we cannot 
help uttering a gentle, little "Amen" to the honesty of a man of 
the cloth who isn't afraid to talk to God about the home nine. 

THE PEOPLE PAY 

According to Treasury reports, the debtt of the United States 
increased $795,000,000 during August and now amounts to more 
than $26,000,000,000. The increase in August was about $7 per capi- 
ta for the entire population of the country, or about $35 per family. 
That means that, on an average, the debt of every family in the Unit, 
ed States increased $35 in that one month. The average debt of 
each family in the United States because of the National indebtedness, 
is about $1,200. This serves to recall the statement made by Secre- 
tary of the Treasury McAdoo during a Liberty Loan campaign just 
two years ago, when he said, "The American people are not asked to 
give anything to their government, but merely to invest a small per 
cent, of the annual increment of wealth and take in return from their 
government the strongest security on the fact of God's earth." If, 
on an average, each family invested $1,200 in Liberty bonds and now 
has to dig up, on an average, $1,200 in taxes to pay off the bonds, was 
that, in fact, an investment, or was it merely a postponement of the 
day of payment of the debt? And, in addition to paying off their 
own bonds, the people must pay several millions of interest and many 
more billions of war expenditures and war wastes in the form of cur- 
rent taxes for which no bonds were issued. Mr. McAdoo cannot make 
the people believe that they can lift themselves by their boot straps. 



BEATING THE REPUBLICANS 

The dangerous thing about the treaty from the point of view 
of American interests is that under it we break faith as a nation 
and accept the expediencies of European diplomacy as our own. All 
this may have been necessary. It might not have been had Mr. Wil 
son been a shrewder diplomat than he is — nevertheless, for all prac- 
tical purposes it may have been inevitable. Grunted that, it becomes 
of the utmost importance t ha t the American people should under 
stand what has happened. For unless we enter the league without 
illusions, without sentimentality, and without pretense, we shall do 
nobody any good by our participation. In this respect the presidenl 
is not serving his countrymen well. He is using all his great power 
to prevent the American people from preparing themselves intellec 
tually and morally for the grave and intricate and explosive matter- 
which are contained in this treaty. Instead of taking the candid 
course of explanation he has chosen to climb on the highest hoitti 
available and to proceed with a gallop. His victory would not mean 
a triumph for the league of nations, but simply a political victory 
over the Republican opposition.

VOLUNTEERS NEEDED TO 
LAUNCH THIRD DOLL CALL 

ONE million volunteer, to help 
In the work connected with 
the Third Rod Croat Call, No- 
vember 3-11. Is the appeal In- 
nued by the National Headquarters of 
the organisation. 

Bach local Red Cross chapter Is In- 
terested In enrolling workers In the 
community who will make this Roll 
Call an overwhelming success. 
I The November campaign has two 
purposes— to secure for 1920 as nearly 
universal membership as possible, and 
to obtain »15,000,000 for the comple- 
tion of relief work abroad, undertaken 
during the war. 

State campaign managers for the 
Lake Division of the American Red 
Cross have been appointed by Mac- 
Kentle R. Todd, campaign manager 
for the division. R F. Grant Is man- 
ager for Ohio, Clarence Stanley for In- 
diana and John R. Downing for Ken- 
tucky. 

Under the leadership of these men 
the Lake Division, comprising these 
three states, hopes to equal Its previous 
records. In the last War Fund Drive 
the. division over-subscribed lta quota 
of $9,400,000 by almost $4,500,000. In 
the first Roll Call these states were the 
first to go over their quota. In the 
second Roll Call, In spite of the Influ 
enia epidemic, the Lake Division man- 
aged to enroll over 2,235,000 new mem- 
bers. 

During the war there were two an- 
nual Red Cross campaigns, the War 
Fund Drive and the Christmas Roll 
Call for membership. The November 
campaign will be the only one this 
year, and In succeeding years there 
will be only the annual Roll Call. 

In naming this sum of $16,000,000, 
the Red Cross has tried to determine 
the smallest amount which will enable 
M to round out Its work. It Is believed 
that the end of our foreign obligations 
Ib In sight and, accordingly, the Red 
Cross Ib turning Its chief attention and 
energy to the development of a clear- 
ly defined home program, which al- 
ready Includes systematic prepared- 
ness for disaster relief, a widespread 
nursing plan, continuing Home Service 
operations. First Aid Instruction, and a 
Junior Red Cross program, all of which 
depend for their succeBs upon large 
and vigorous chapters. For these 
reasonB, the enrollment of members Is 
the chief purpose of the November 
campaign. 

It Is the primary ambition of the 
American Red Cross to be of service to 
Americans.

HED CROSS ANNOUNCES 
PUBLIC HEALTH PROGRAM 



AN outline of the peace time pro- 
gram of the American Red 
CrosB has been given, follow- 
ing the announcement of the 
Third Red Cross Roll Call. Novem- 
ber 3-U, for members and a fund of 
$15,000,000. 

Foremost will be the nation-wide 
activity for the promotion of public 
health, -and hand In hand with this 
crusade will go a vigorous campaign 
for the extension of the country's 
nursing resources. 

In Its public health campaign the 
American Red Cross will make an 
effort to reduce the high mortality 
rate and to Improve general health 
conditions. Red Cross public health 
nurBes will be assigned to as many 
small communities as possible, thus 
extending to the rural population the 
bedside nursing, BChool Inspection, 
.classes In hygiene and home nursing 
that have been so effective In cities 

In this connection It is planned to 
offer to every woman In America In 
structlon In home sanitation, hygiene, 
care of the sick and dietetics, thus 
providing first-hand knowledge of bow 
to keep the family well and what to 
do where Illness o- accident cannot 
be avoided. These courses are now 
being Introduced into the public 
schools and colleges, and are offered 
to department store employees, fee 
tory operatives, girl scouts, nurse 
maids and others, fitting them to v he)p 
combat Infant and child mortality, 
malnutrition, unsanitary living condi- 
tions, preventable disease and epldem 
les In their own home. 

The 7.000 public health nurses ti 
the I'nlted Stales ure far too few to 
nieei the evw increasing demands for 
their servlccM, and funds are needed 
for the establishment of scholarships 
for the training of nurses for thlt 
lilghli c;ii'rl:iil7 d work.

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The Bible differs from every other 
book In that It Is a progressive reve- 
lation of Ooti and his truth. This is 
the one purpose or the Mlble as Is evi- 
dent to one who will conscientiously 
study and analyze lta sacred teachings. 
It Is God's effort to make himself 
known to men. In order to fully ap- 
preciate the Bible this fact must be 
kept constantly before the mind In the 
study of the sacred page. This reve- 
lation culminated in Jesus Christ, who 
Is called the Word. It would seem 
that man was not capable of receiving 
a full revelation of God at once, or 
In the Infancy of the race, therefore 
God "at sundry tlmos and In divers 
manners spake in times past onto the 
fathers by the Prophets and In these 
last hath spoken unto us by his Son." 

At first God revealed himself as the 
Creator of the world and all that It 
contains. Re revealed Ills greatness, 
His majesty, HIb glory, His mercy. 
Later laws for the regulation of his 
worship and of man s conduct were 
given. The laws given to Moses at 
Sinai gave detailed instruction. Christ 
interpreted these laws showing where 
they had been misinterpreted. This 
made Him offensive to the religious 
teachers of His day. Paul in his oru- 
tlon to the Athenians said "The times 
of this Ignorance God winked at, but 
now oommandetfa all men everywhere 
to repent." Christ revealed to man 
more fully God's mercy. Ills life and 
death, particularly the latter, mani- 
fest most emphatically God's meriful 
character. 

The intliience of the Bible 

The nations most familiar with the 
Bible have always been the most en- 
lightened. Until the great commission 
the Bible was confined to the Jews. 
But Christ discovered that it should be 
given to all the world. Wherever It 
has been given to the people it has 
softened the asperities of mankind, 
and lifted men from vassalage to free- 
dom The open Bible reformed the 
Roman Empire. When ll was taken 
from the people civilization declined 
and furnished a theme for Gibbon. 
Martin Luther found it chained when 
he loosed It and gave it nc,Bln to the 
people civilization took on new life 
and has advanced by leaps and bounds 
ever since, where it has remained free. 
Today It Is the most numerously clr- 
CUlBted and most widely read of an' 
other hook, and its great democrat i 
principles are leading the world. Never 
lias its Influence been so prominently 
manifested as in the diplomacy of to- 
day. The League of Nations is an ef- 
fort to incorporate its principles Into 
the constitutions of the world. 

James Russell Lowell sold, Jesus 
and His teachings Is making the 
world safe for democracy. Men little 
realize their debt to the Bible. It is 
the one great civilizing agency that 
can give universal peace. It trans- 
forms the individual In that way trans- 
forms the race It should he read 
dally In every family circle and taught 
to the rising generation by parents as 
well as by Sunday School teachers 
and ministers.' Only in tills way can 
It have full course in shaping our na- 
tion.

Paid In FullI 

"Children," said Uncle Ted, "Now 
that you have both started another 
school year I want to tell you about 
something that may be brought up in 
some of your classes. Do you know 
what the United States will receive for 
Its share In winning the war with 
Germany T" 

"I don't know for sure," spoke up 
Jack, "but yesterday one of the boys 
said other countries that sent soldiers 
to fight Germany will get lots, of land 
and money from Germany." 

"Well, you see It Is this way," con- 
tinued Uncle Ted, "After the war was 
over each one ot the countries that 
had been fighting Germany sent some 
of their big men to Paris where for 
several months they met, talked and 
decided what each country should get. 
It was decided that little Belgium 
should be completely restored by Ger- 
many and also that Germany should 
pay back al lthe money that Belgium 
had to borrow from other countries 
during the war. Great Britain and 
France, according to the treaty made 
b ythese men at Paris and later sign- 
ed by the German representatives, 
will receive more land. England, Jap- 
an, China and others will have a lot 
more than they had before the war, 
either in land or money. Now while 
the United States did not enter the 
war Just because we wanted more land 
we all thought that when the finlal 
arrangement had been made we might 
get something to repay part of our 
losses and the money we spent We 
want to the rescue of France and Eng- 
land at a time in the war when it 
looked very much like Oermany might 
win. Our whole Idea was to help to 
the limit and bring the war to an end 
as quickly as possible." 

"Doesn't the United States gut any- 
thing," asked Ruth "after all our sol 
diors did?" 

"I'm coming to that In a minute,' 
was Uncle Ted's reply. "When the 
men from the several countries went 
to Paris, President Wilson, sb you 
know, sent himself to represent the 
United States. He had one Idea and 
that was to get all the other men to 
help him form the world club or 
league of nations. From that time 
until today, when he Is again away 
from his work In Washington trying 
to get the people to believe In this 
club, he has spent nearly every hour 
of his time on thlB matter, and saying 
he believes It more important than 
our own governmnt. This meant that 
In Paris, he had little time to help 
the United States get somethlg to 
make up in part for the money the 
people had to raise by taxes and bonds, 
and until he talked with the big Sena- 
tors the other day at the White House 
we didn't know what the United StateB 
was to get. At that meeting in a re- 
ply to a question, the President said 
that the United States may get an is- 
land called 'Yap' and admitted that he 
had never heard of It before." 
"Where Is this Island?" asked Jack. 
"It Is located In the Pacific Ocean 
south of Japan and about 800 miles 
east of the southern part of the Phil- 
ippine Islands. It Ib such a small Is- 
land it looks like a pin point on the 
map. It belonged to Germany before 
the war and about the only thing the 
United States can do with It Is to lo- 
cate a wireless station there. But 
here Is the important part of this mat- 
ter that I want to explain to you. Many 
peopl in this country believe that we 
should havo made yjermany give 
enough either In money or land to pay 
for the sinking of the LuBitania when 
hundreds of Americans were drowed 
if the gift of the island of Yap Is sup" 
posed to pay us for the loss of Ameri- 
can lives on board the Lusitania It If 
nothing but an insult."

Only a short time ago the progreB-> 

slve farmers of Mason county decided 
that they Bhould be organized for bet- 
terment of conditions on their farms 
and for their benefit In a business way. 
The state agricultural experts advised 
the organization of a Farm Bureau 
recommending this form of organiza- 
tion above any other kind of*organlza- 
tlon suggested for farmers. 

At the first meeting a goodly num- 
ber of charter members were pro- 
cured and since that time members 
have been added almost dally. In 
speaking of the Bureau and its rapid 
growth, Mr. John R. Downing, pro- 
gressive Mason county farmer, who Is 
temporary' chairman of the bureau, to- 
day said: 

"The Farm Bureau which was pro- 
jected a short time ago has surprised 
Its most ardent supporters by Its 
steady increase In membership, al- 
though no campaign has been con- 
ducted. Except for one-half day spent 
in the Helena neighborhood no teams 
have been out, yet the membership to- 
day stands above one hundred On ac- 
count of the tobacco season, it was 
thought beBt to wait until later to 
make the campaign, when all of the 
farmers In Mason county will be of- 
fered the opportunity to Join. In order 
to make definite plans for the cam- 
paign, it has been decided to hold ii 
the week beginning September 29, and 
during the week every Interested 
farmer will be given the chance to 
assist in submitting the proposition to 
his neighbors. 

"The membershiy jiowenrolled Is 
well scattered over the county, over 
75 per cent, of the precincts being rep- 
resented."
